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NINETY FIVE 


On January 16,1916, the first daughter of 
William ‘Will’ and Annie Tibbits was born in 
Arkansas, making this their seventh child. 
They named their precious daughter Hala B. 
Tibbits. She was named after her father’s 
sister. Later they were blessed with a boy 
Lindsey and another daughter Lula. These 
three siblings are still living. 

Hala came from a strong stock of women, 
her grandmother Shannon, was a widow in

her mid 30s with four children, one being born the day after she buried her husband. Hala’s 
father passed when she was 14 years of age, that left 5 children at home for her mother to 
raise. The two older boys made and sold save bows. Hala can not remember what they were, 
but they were made from wood. Hala helped her mother around the house, with the canning of 
the garden produce and other food items. She probably also watched her little sister. Neither of 
these women ever remarried. 
When Hala first met her husband to be, he had come from Oregon to Arkansas to visit a 

Great uncle. He first met her brothers and worked for them for about a year before returning 

to Oregon to work in the fruit the fall of 1935. Her brothers had invited Lester to a party that

was being held at her brothers house. Hala said he came over and sat down by her and said, | 
‘I'd like to have you for my sweetheart’ and her reply was ‘You're crazy’. Lester said, ‘No I’m, 
not. You just suit me’. So he kept his word, he returned for her and they were married on ; 
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Nov. 14, 1935, at Fort Smith, AK. The next 
day they caught the bus and returned to 
Oregon. They lived on the ranch with his 
parents at Brownsboro for a while. 

They started their family, having a 
daughter Darlene and a son Wayne. After 
raising their family they took in foster boys. 
At one time Hala said they had seven boys 
in the two story house off of Hwy 140. She 
said that was too many to try and cook and 
clean for and they never had that many 
again. 

They purchased property on Brownsboro 
Hwy, where they built their house. Wayne 
and his wife, Alice also built a house on the 
property and both families moved into them 
in 1964. 

At this time Lester was driving school 
- bus for Eagle Point School District and Hala 
had a job at the Little Butte Market. She 
and the foster boys would walk down their 
long driveway and catch the bus in the 
morning and in the evening when school 
was out they would ride it home. Hala said 
after working all day that was a long up-hill 
hike and she got very tired. 

She had wanted to learn to drive a car 
but Lester would not let her, he said,’ You 
might get killed.’ After he passed away in 
1970, Wayne encouraged her to learn to 
drive. She was so excited about that. So 
she hired an instructor to teach her to drive. 
With just three lessons, he told her she was 
ready for her test. After getting her license 
she got a job at Hearthstone Nursing Home 
as a housekeeper. She couldn’t remember 
how many years she worked but did enjoy 
the job. 

Hala attended the Brownsboro 
Community Church when Ed Graham was 
pastor. She had Ed and Wanda Graham up 
to her house for lunch many times. When 
Ed started pastoring at Butte Creek Baptist 
Church in Eagle Point, she started attending 
there. Since she is no longer able to drive 
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she had to stop attending church, Grange 
and going to the Eagle Point Senior Center. 
What she has missed the most is not being 
able to read her Bible since her eye sight 
has gotten bad. 

She has been a member of the Lake 
Creek Grange since 1962. She also helped 
once a week at the Eagle Point Senior 
Center. Whenever there was a Bazaar at 
either or both of these organizations, she 
would crochet hot pads and embroider tea 
towels, so they could sell them. I think she 
is probably best known for her famous pies. 
She canned her own mince meat from 
venison and made pies from it. She said 
every time she made mince meat pies Jack 
Pech would buy every one she made. I 
personally loved her lemon meringue pie, 
but they were all good. 

Hala had three grandchildren, (Karen, her 
only granddaughter, passed away March 28, 
2010) four great-grandchildren and eight 
great, great-grandchildren 

Thank you Hala for allowing me your 
interview and to write something about your 
interesting life. I am sure I did not do it 
justice. 

She is now living with Wayne and Alice 
Marshall. She loves people to visit or call. 

Will be looking forward to celebrating your 
96 birthday next year!!

Mark Flint interviewed Maxine (Owen) 
Berryman. This information is about her 
mother Amber that I gleaned from that 
interview. 

Amber ‘Cohron’ Owen was born on a 
ranch in Texas in 1895, she lived to be 95 
years of age. 

My mother told me she was very poor 
during her growing up years. She worked in 
the cotton fields. She married my father, 
Jack Moses Owen, in Texas in 1915 and at 
that time he had a meat market. The 
decision was made to move to California 
where they lived in La Brea, CA. Then my 
father got into the oil business and they 
become very wealthy. So my mother went 
from very poor to wealthy, then back to 
poor. She had maids at one time and they 
belonged to the Pacific Coast Club, which 
was a very ultra club.

At the end of the war, my folks moved up 
on Hwy 140. The place still belongs to the 
Owen families. They bought the Charley 
place that was built about 1911. Dad 
bought a hay baler and cattle and farmed 
for a while. They divorced, Dad took the 
money and Mom kept the ranch. My 
brother Ken stepped in and helped mother 
with the ranch. Mother had an upper ranch 
off of Lost Creek Road also. Which now 
belongs to John & Kim Scileppi. Mother 
lived at that ranch and, when Ken got 
married (Connie), they raised 4 children on 
the Hwy 140 ranch. 

Mom drove an old Jeep. Up the road 
she would come and she wouldn't pay any 
attention to logging trucks. So it came a 
time that mother had to stop driving. She 
moved into Medford and lived with her 
daughter Betty Lou. Jack and Amber had 5 
children. 
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AMBER ‘COHRON’ OWEN

From Dan Berryman’s recollections. 


Amber Owen was one-quarter Choctaw 
Indian and grew up in Texas. Her family 
was very poor and she picked cotton as a 
young girl. She married Jack Moses Owen, 
who was Dan’s grandfather. Jack and 
Amber had five children, one son Kenneth, 
and four daughters, Muriel, Maxine, Ruth 
and Betty Lou. Both Muriel and Kenny died 
of cancer. Betty Lou passed away a few 
years ago. Kenny owned Medford Air and 
was a crop duster for many years. Maxine 
Berryman and Ruth Mc Garvey are their 
only remaining living children. 


While residing in Long Beach, CA, Amber's 
husband Jack invented an oil well drill bit 
and had his own business They were 
fortunate to be pretty well-off. Maxine 
recalls that they had a maid and lived in a 
nice house and gave the children a “free 
rein”. When Maxine wanted to drive down 
the coast for the day, Amber would just 
hand her the keys to the car. 


Amber and Jack relocated from Long Beach 
to Lake Creek area and bought the upper 
and lower ranches located on Highway 140 
and Lost Creek Road. Jack also bought a 
gas station in Central Point that he ran until 
his death. Amber outlived Jack by several 
years and outlived several other husbands, 
too. 


Amber was a devout Christian. The story is 
told that while living in California when the 
pastor of the Church of Christ where she 
attended needed a car, Amber went down 
and bought him a new Cadillac. Dan recalls 
that when he and his brother Jon and his 
Grissom cousins spent part of their 
summers with her on the upper ranch, she 
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would always be teaching them about an 
assortment of subjects; religion, God, even 
sex, most anything she was thinking about. 
Some of her answers were very interesting. 
She was very opinionated and knew what 
was right and what was wrong, and she’d 
tell you so! She would tell her grandkids the 
same stories over and over...”If you do this, 
this is going to happen to you". Eventually 
they figured out that some of her stories 
were old wives tales. 


Amber was very adaptable. She could wear 
stylish clothes and drive a Cadillac when 
they lived in California, but then after 
moving to the upper ranch in Lake Creek 
she'd fit right in with her long, braided hair 
pinned up on her head, her pink cowboy 
hat, jeans and her yellow Jeep that she 
drove all over the valley. Never being ina 
hurry, she would stop in here and there to 
“shoot the breeze” with anyone who wanted 
to talk. 


Amber left a strong legacy and was a very 
independent woman. She had a strong 
“pioneer woman” constitution and always 
had a big grin on her face. She passed on 
this contagious smile and independent spirit 
to all her children. 


She was very health conscious when the 
kids were growing up and believed in juicing 
way before it became popular. Maxine said 
she would buy bushels of bananas for them 
to eat and raised them on an organic, 
vegetarian diet. After moving to the upper 
ranch Amber always maintained a huge 
garden. In the colder season she would 
make a big pot of beans and just leave it on 
the back of the woodstove and eat on it all 
day. When the grandchildren were up 
visiting this is what they would have to eat 
for breakfast, lunch and dinner. 
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She had a special “concoction” she’d give 
the grandkids to “keep them regular”. This 
was a course of juices consisting of grape 
juice, water, and sauerkraut juice. As Dan 
unpleasantly recalls, if she wasn't satisfied 
with the “results” her next course of action 
was to line them up and give them an 
enema. Apparently Dan inherited Amber's 
stubborn constitution because as a very 
small boy it only took a couple of these 
enemas and when it was about to happen 
again he ran away from her and yelled, 
“Don’t you ever do that again, 
Grandma!”...and she never did! 


For the last few years of her life she wasn’t 
able to take care of herself and went to live 
with her daughter, Betty Lou. 


She lived a full and happy life up to her 
peaceful death at age 95. Her favorite 
response to just about anything was, “Well 
I'll swan”. During her life time she had 
many friends and was much loved.

I knew Amber Owens before I left the 
area.

My wife Liesa met 
her on Lost Creek Road, driving an old jeep 
a few times.

“get over, get over” here comes Amber.

Sitting here today, remembering Amber 
warms my heart and brings a grin to my 
face. She was such a character, really good 
natured and a very, very hard working 
woman. 

Amber was Grandma to Robin and Sandra 
Grissom, my first cousins. Often in the 
summer they spent time at their Grandma’‘s 
ranch up on Lost Creek. Sometimes, if I’d 
been good and my work was done, I got to 
go with Sandra to her Grandma’s. Amber let 
me call her Grandma too. She said it was 
simpler that way. We liked spending time 
there, because Amber would have her work 
day on the ranch all planned out and would 
leave us to play and explore. There was a 
pot of beans and corn bread on the stove 
and a salt shaker in the vegetable garden 
for when we got hungry. We were happy as 
could be. 

Grandma was up at dawn. She read the 
Bible before bed and worked six days a 
week, taking only Sunday’s off. Her house 
had no power. They used kerosene lamps 
after dark. A wood cook stove was used for 
cooking and heating the house. I believe 
she converted to propane stoves around 
1971. There was an ice box on the porch 
for refrigeration an she kept a meat locker in 
Eagle Point. 

Grandma raised cattle, goats and 
chickens. She kept horses, a milk cow, dogs 
and barn cats. She irrigated her pastures 
and in exchange for hay for her stock, she 
helped irrigate her son, Bob Owen's 
pastures. She made butter, buttermilk and 
cottage cheese. She kept accounts at the 
Lake Creek General Store and at the Butte 
Creek Mill in Eagle Point, where any 
additional supplies needed were bought. 
The garden produced real well most years 
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and she put up a lot of vegetables for the 
winter. Sometimes Grandma made soap 
from lye and lard. In front of the house was 
a huge cast iron caldron on a tripod. She 
heated water in it over a fire, to wash 
sheets and bedding. When her husband, 
Hooter Williams was alive, a ham radio was 
on the ranch for communication. 

Amber was born and raised in Texas and I 
always wondered if that had anything to do 
with why she didn’t seem to like trees. She 
always wanted more of her land cleared and 
she took stump burning very, very Seriously. 
I always admired that about her. Amber 
was a character and she was loved.

Like 
Moses, he was a law-giver, and like Moses, when proper provocation occurred, he sometimes 
threw down the tablets. Applegate led the “cow column” of ‘43 west to Oregon, Wrote the 
constitution of *45, played a major role in the resolution of the Cayuse War, led the expedition to 
find a new southern route to Oregon in ‘46, fought to keep Oregon free of slavery, and served on 
the Peace Commission for the Modoc War. But perhaps even more important was the moral 
compass he provided for the emerging Oregon Society.
